The chief feature of 
evowegre” fe fighting on the Kursk front 
was a German onslaught in the central 
sector with five intantry divisions, 
four tanx and two motorised divisions. 
A break-through at some points was 
followed by energetic counter-attacks 
from the Soviet troops, which blocked 
the German movement. The Germans 
aimed at the important communications 
to the rear of the Soviet positions, but 
failed to reach their objective. Held 
up in the centre, the Germans switched 
their tank pressure to the northern 
flank, -where they were met by the 
massed fire of Soviet tanks.

“On the Byelgorod front German 
pressure is increasing.

BOMBING OF MALTA 
THREE RAIDERS DOWN 


MALTA, Sunday.—To-night’s official 
communiqué states that during the 
past twenty-four hours three raiding 
aircraft were destroyed, and others 
damaged.

DENTISTS WRITE 
TO MINISTER. 


GIVE PUBLIC THE BEST

LAIMING that the scheme 
adopted by the National Health 
Insurance Society for dental benefits 
for insured persons, makes no pro- 
vision for securing '“ that ‘high 
standard of modern, painless, con- 
servative work, which the public has 
a right to expect,’’ the Irish Dental 
Association has informed the 
Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, in an authoritative 
statement, that the new scheme will 
not make available for insured 
persons the real dental] benefits 
which they should, and could, get. 
The Association, as already 
announced, .has advised its members 
not to register under the scheme. 


THE CORRESPONDENCE

Dear MINISTER.— 

In view of the publicity in the 
daily Press given to the introduction 
of the Dental Benefit Scheme under 
the National Health Insurance Act, 
the Irish Dental Association feel that 
it is advisable to issue an authoritative 
statement as to their attitude in the 
matter, may we ask you to give the 
enclosed statement your kind con- 
sideration ?

The Irish Dental Association has 
advised the qualified dental surgeons 
of Eire not to register under the 
National Health Insurance Society's 
dental benefits scheme, because it 
knows that the scheme adopted will 
not secure for the insured people the 
real dental benefits which they should 
and could get. Qualified dental sur- 

eons throughout the country, and the 

ental Association itself. want to co- 
operate in maxing the dental benefit 
scheme a success, and, at the request 
of the National Health Insurance 
Society, the Dental Association sub- 
mitted a scheme which would ensure 
real benefits for the insured popula- 
tion, without increasing the cost to 
the Society by one penny, and, in 
most cases, without any increase in 
the patients’ contributions. This pro- 
posal was rejected and the present 
scheme, on that at present 
operating unsuccessfully in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland was 
adopted by the National Health Iin- 
surance Society. 

The scheme adopted by the National 
Health Insurance Society makes no 
provision for securing that high stan- 
dard of modern pai conservative 
work which the public have theright to 
expect, and makes it impossible to 
give to each individual patient. the 
care and skill which the ethics of the 
profession demands. 


Dental surgery ' requires fence, 
‘care and a jatgnes, if teeth thet should 
be sav are te be saved, and if 


patients are to be spared exhausting 
and unnecessary pain. This means 
that if the patient is to receive proper 
treatment only a limited ór iv of 
patients can be treated by one dental 
surgeon in one day. Twice as many 
patients can be treated (and twice as 
many fees under the scheme can be 
earned) if indifferent or hurried 
techniques be adopted, which will 
inevitably result in a very real injury 
to the general health and well-being of 
the insured people. 

The ethics of the profession of dental 
surgery uire that every patient, rich 
or poor, shall receive from the dental 
surgeon whom he consults the best 
treatment that surgeon is able to give 
from his knowledge and skill acquired 
through many years of study in 
universities and hospitals. 

The Dental Association rejects a 


from insured persons that standard of 
care and skill which those in a position 
to pay fees can secure. 

e dental profession have always 
been accustomed to show generous con- 
sideration to persons of limited 
resources, and would like to be at 
liberty to continue to do so, and the 
Dental Association has submitted to 
the National Health Insurance Societ 
a scheme which will ensure for a 
insured persons the best treatment 
available, regardless of financial 
resources. The Association is anxious 
to improve and amend the proposed 
scheme, if possible in consultation 
with the National Health Insurance 
Society, and is ready and willing 
to meet any special requirement of the 
Society, always provided that the funda- 
mental principle can be secured—t.¢., 
that every patient, rich and poor, will 
receive from the dental surgeon whom 
he consults the best treatment that 
surgeon is able to give. 

Without discussing the entire scheme 
sponsored by the National Health Jn- 
surance Society, may we point out, the 
following outstanding defects :— 
There is no provision made for X-ray 
examination, if and when required. 
There is no provision made for 
anesthesia for painful cavity prepara- 
tion. 

The Society dictates to the surgeon 
the materials he must use both in con- 
servative and prosthetic work, without 
deference to his superior knowledge of 
the requirements of the individual case, 
but, above all, we view with alarm the 
dangerous practice of permitting, and 
even encouraging, the administration 
of a general anwsthetic by the operator, 
thus making one man undertake two 
very distinct responsibilities. 
‘Tt is our considered opinion that ail 
general anesthetics under the National 
Health Benefit scheme should be ad- 
ministered by a person who is fully 
qualified to examine the patient 
thoronghly beforehand and be. respon- 
sible for his life during the operation. 
In all cases in which a dentist. ad-. 
vises that a general aneathetic is 
necessary we consider that the Society 
should sanction the engaging and re- 
muneration of a skilled anesthetist.

opposite a lithographed reproduc- 
tion of Franz Hals’s ‘‘ Laughing 
Cavalier ” than if he were placed 
opposite a similar expanse of bare 
wall, or that the people who come, 
tired and hungry, to the community 
feeding centres would have any time 
to waste contemplating the art 
on the walls. Nevertheless, such 
decorations cannot do: any great 
harm, and they very possibly may 
do a great deal of good, provided 
that the money spent on ‘‘ brighten- 
ing up ” the community kitchens is 
not money which would be better 
employed in the establishing of a 
further series of the centres in some 
remote part of the British Isles.
